HolmdaybBurg, Pa,, Jan. 31.— The 
most disastrous affair that haa hap- 
pened in thia section for year* occurred 
here Thursday morning when a boiler 
exploded in a large rolling mills pf the 
Uollidaysburg.Iron and Nail Co. Three 
persons were killed, four may die and 
twenty others are more or leas injured. 

When the accident occurred about a 
hundred men were at work at the 
mills. A 30- foot cylinder boiler ex- 
ploded without any warning, spread- 
ing death and ruin in its course. The 
report of the explosion was heard all 
over the town, and several blocks away 
houses were shaken and dishes were 
rattled on the breakfast tables. 

In a short time a largo crowd of peo- 
ple were collected. The cause of the 
explosion is a mystery. Engineer 
Kramer was standing by his engii 
the time of the accident. He says the 
boiler had 100 pounds of steam 
He was not hurt The boiler had 
• been repaired and tested about 
sixty days ago. It is thou 
there was no water In 
boiler. The boiler was placed < 
puddling furnaces and heated fi 
their fires. When it exploded it b 
open and went thrcigh the roof, t 
ing out the entire end of the mill, 
was then hurled about 200 feet, 
crushed through the mill roof, thr 
ing the beams and iron in all di 
tions, completely wrecking that part 
of the plant As the steam escaped 
from the explosion the furnaces were 
demolished and stacks thrown down. 
A number of puddlers were buried 
in the ruins. The end of the boiler 
was found 500 yards from the mill. As 



bricklayer, was the firat man found. 
He waa discovered lying under the 
bricks and near an unexploded boiler, 
crushed to death. Cornelius Evans 
was found lying near the shears 
with nearly the whole top of 
head torn off. It is supposed 
he had gone to the shears just 
as the explosion occurred for material 
for stocking the furnace. Merrill 
Treese was found near a furnace with 
his akull fractured and burned in a 
horrible manner. Samuel Kcphart, 
Samuel Marks, Robert Marks, Finley 
Ferguaon and John Woomer were 
found in front of their furnaces cov- 
ered with debris, where they had been 
struck down. The other injured ones 
were able to get out of the mill 
aided. 

Just before the explosion a tramp 
waa seen cooking a piece of meat in 
front of one of the furnaces and it is 
supposed that he was killed and buried 
under the ruins, as he has not been 
seen since the accident The loss 
the company is about $5 .000, partly

The gunboat Helena, added to the 
United Slates force afloat, Thursday, 
in the presence of Admiral liunccs' 
mysterious squadron of evolution, is 
an exact dublieste of the Wilmington, 
launched with the cruiser Nashville 
from the adjoining ways of the New- 
port News Miip Building and Dry Dock 
Co, October 10 last, that occasion be- 
ing made memorable by the presence 
of the secretory of the navy and a dis- 
tinguished official party to witness the 
first tandem launch in naval records.

THE BALLOT SYSTEM. 



The Court of Appeals has just made an 
imporlant decision, and lava down some 
very explicit rules to be followed by re 



The Court says the County Canvassing 
Board, composed of the County Judge, 
Sheriff and County Clerk, must examine 
and count or reject all Ihe uncounted and 
doubtful ballots returned by election offl 
cers, and must not be governed cxclu 
sively by the certificates of the officers in 
counting the votes cast. 

The next point decided is that a ballot 
marked with a lead pencil intlead of 
with the ink and stencil is a valid ballot, 
and must he counted, and. further, that 
marks. Mora or blots on the ballot* thai 
appear to be accidentally made are not 
such distinguishing marks as will invali 
date the vote. 

If the stencil mark should be made 
just outside the square that contains the 
party device or just outside the little 
square opposite any one candidate's 
name, it does not invalidate the ballot, 
and It should be counted— that Is, If the 
mark is near enough to the device or 
square lo leave no doubt of the voter's 
intention

An Egyptian ntattie, the flneat of the 
I I ml exlating, and as n, work of art. 
rnnklitfr with the Venus of Milonnd the 
Venue tie Medici, has just Iveen dis 
covered in the Egyptian ffullery of the 
louvre, ulmost by accident. It is i:\ 
bronse, says the Itoston Traveler, and 
b the portrait of a queen of the 13th 
dynasty, named Karomnna. This 
Rtatue was covered with n thick coat- 
injr of f rt l fr U , which concealed ifs 
most striking btantics, so the visitors 
constantly passed it without even str; 
•xK-tinir what a treasure was before 
thein. 

An almost invisible trace of (fold hav- 
ing beet, detected on the surface, it was 
thought thnt perhaps some pilding lay 
under the verdigris, and the statue, was 
scraped ■ little with extreme care. 

Something was brought to view far 
different front gilding. When the 
beautiful queen wn-s relieved from her 
verdifTil she wns found to be clothed 
in a robe damascened in gold ond sil- 
ver. The workmanship is of the most 
exquisite description, surpassing any 
tiling known in ancient or modern art. 
Irdeed, the nrtists in work of the kind 
in Palis often stand for hours before 
this marvel in nn ecstasy of nil rut ration 
and deapnir. The face has n caressing 
ti\itv of purpose, not unlike thnt of the 
wonderful Venus of Milo in the sania 
building, but even greater delicacy of 
Otltlln*. It. sets one dreaming as to if a 
meaning and mystery.
